On seeing the police party the driver of the car tried to start 
the car but was prevailed upon by Shri B. K. Pandey and! Shri 
Vishnu Shanker Rai, Sub-Inspector. Both these officers then 
made a quick dash at Noor Alam with their pistols pointed 
towards him but before they could get to the outlaw, he fired 
and the bullet hit Shri # Rai. In spite of the injury which he 
had received Shri Rai jumped into the car window. In order 
to make a last bid to catch hold of Noor Alam. Shri Pandey 
tried to hold the injured Sub-Inspector in the right arm and 
fired on the outlaw. He himself received bullet injury op his 
left elbow. The criminals were, however, able to flee taking 
advantage of the injuries the Police Officers had received.

£&d Kartar Singh of village Seshan, District Bharatpur, a 
police party was sent to apprehend them. Constable Hari Singh 
was a member of this party. At first the police party went to 
the farm house of Bhagirath Singh and there thry learnt that 
Kalyan Gupta, had gone towards village Attri. A section of 
the raiding party including Constable Hari Singh, was sent to 
arrest Kalyan Gupta. Constable Hari Singh was able to 
overpower Kalyan Gupta. Meanwhile Bhagirath ,ingh was 
also nabbed. Acting on the information received from, 
Bhagirath Singh and Kalyan Gupta, the police party reached 
village Seshan in the early hours of 11th December, 1973. The 
party was forewarned by officials of Pc/ice Station Pahari that 
111 e desperadoes were proclaimed offenders and would defi- 
nitely offer resistance to their arrest. The armed wing of the 
police party encircled the adjacent houses of Ujjagar Singh 
and Kartar Singh while the Civil Police wing, of which Con- 
stable Hari Singh was a member, went inside to apprehend 
the accused persons.

On his signal, the police groups converged in. Mahadeo Mali 
sensing the danger whipped out a 12 bore pistol fiom his belt 
and tried to escape. The gallant Additional Superintendent 
of Police anticipating the move of the outlay pounced upon 
him. Mahadeo Mali fired a shot which just escaped 
Shri Mehta. Shri Mehta in spite of Mahadeo Mali’s 
efforts to get released continued to hold on to 
him until the arrival of reinforcement. Three associates 
of the dacoit were also arrested and their arms and ammuni- 
tion captured. 

; In this encounter with dacoits Shri Dharm Vier Mehta exhi- 
bited conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty.

On the 18*h July 1972, Shri Lakshmi Raj Singh received 
information about the presence of dacoit leaders Deo Nath 
and Jabbo at Village Barkatpur along with some unlicensed 
fire arms. He rushed to the place with whatever force he 
could collect and surrounded the village. On seeing the police 
party taking position and coming closer, the dacoits opened 
fire and took cover in a house. Unmindful of the risk in- 
volved, the police started a house to house search. As soon 
as the police party reached near the house where the dacoits 
were hiding, they started firing and Shri Lakshmi Raj Singh 
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had a narrow escape. Taking position immediately, he asked 
the dacoits to surrender but the dacoils continued indiscrimi- 
nate firing. Undeterred Inspector Lakshmi Raj Singb asked 
some Constable to climb up to the roof of the house and he 
tense if went to the outer door of the house and warned the 
dacoits to surrender. They however continued their firing. 
At last in the firing, both the dacoits were killed and two guns 
along with 42 live cartridges were recovered from their posses- 
sion. 

In this encounter with notorious dacoits, Shri Lakshmi Raj 
Stogh exhibited conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty of 
a high order.
